In  order  that  our  readers  may 
get  a  cross  section  of  Southern 
Baptist  thought  concerning  the 
recent  Houston  convention*  we 
continue  giving  the  opinions  as 
expressed  by  various  editors.. 

Dr.  Iron  Macon,  editor  of  the 
"Alabama  Baplist"  said,  “Southern 
Baptists  are  in  a  new  phase  of 
their  history/*  adding  that  “the 
period  of  controversy  in  our  Con¬ 
vention  has  abated  and  we  are  now 
in  the  beginning  of  a  period  of 
progress.”  "Much  of  this,"  he  said, 
“is  due  to  the  seminaries  training 
our  preachers  in  doctrine."  “But." 
he  continued,  “we  must  guard  our 
doctrinal  ramparts  as  Southern 
Baptists  are  moving  higher  into  a 
new  era  under  the  compulsion  of 
a  sense  of  missions,  born  of  be¬ 
lieving  something."  He  also  said, 
"The  problems  facing  the  Con¬ 
vention  which  promised  debate 
and  fireworks  were  dispatched 
with  disappointing  results  for 
those  who  love  a  battle  of  words 
and  dispositions.”  The  decision 
rejecting  the  recommendations 
concerning  the  Boy  Scout  move¬ 
ment  seemed  to  swing  on  the  fact 
that  the  Soouta  is  a  secular  move¬ 
ment  and  Baptists  should  not  en¬ 
tangle  the  Convention.  However, 
there  was  no  opposition  to  the 
Scouts  as  such,  but  the  majority 
of  the  messengers  thought  it 
should  he  left  to  the  local  church 
to  decide  its  participation  in  the 
Scout  movement  Dr.  Macon  also 
felt  that  the  disposition  of  the 
matter  in  this  fashion  was  wise. 
The  Convention  can’t  give  direc¬ 
tives  to  the  local  church  and  all 
the  committee  could  do  would  be 
to  repeal  the  Baptist  stand  on  these 
mailers  each  year.” 

Editor  Orble  R.  Clem  of  the 
"Kansas  City  Southern  Baptist 
Beams”  was  impressed  by  the  two- 
session  plan.  He  says,  “We  be¬ 
lieve  that  it  helped  to  maintain  in¬ 
terest  and  hold  the  attendance  in 
the  sessions,  because  people  were 
not  so  tired  as  when  they  met 
morning,  afternoon,  and  eve¬ 
ning." 

Editor  Clem  was  also  pleased 
with  the  decision  against  partici¬ 
pation  in  Scouts  on  the  part  of 
the  Convention.  Concerning  this 
he  said,  “As  a  former  Scout  and 
Scoutmaster,  we  fed  that  for  a 
number  of  reasons  our  Convention 
has  no  business  becoming  in¬ 
volved  in  Grouts  in  any  way.  It  is 
purely  a  secular  organisation.  The 
Royal  Ambassadors  have  an  or¬ 
ganization  that  is  far  advanced 
over  Scouts."

My  husband  says  that  all  my 
troubles  are  in  my  mind.  My  doc¬ 
tor  says  that  there  is  nothing 
physically  wrong  with  me.  My 
mother  tells  me  that  I  am  just 
being  silly;  and  my  children  don't 
know  what  to  think. 

Answer:  The  world’s  work  is 
done  by  people  somewhat  like  your¬ 
self.  You  worry?  Who  doesn’t, 
that  is  right  bright  You  can't 
sleep  at  times?  Most  people  have 
spells  of  insomnia.
